The plan of waiting four years 
before changing the #fesent sys- 
tem has broken down because “dy- 
archy” has no real friends. Con- 
demnation of it by the radicals, 
who want liberty for India, is 
echoed by the rabid British imperi- 
alists, who declare Incia has too, 
much’ liberty now.

Telephone Call Causes Huns

El Centro Woman Sought in 
Death Puzzle 

[EXCIASIVE DISPATCH) 

EL CENTRO, July 25.—A mys- 
terlous telephone tip to the Sher- 
iff’s office conibined with the dis- 
covery of new clews near the scene 
of the crime led authorities here 
today to launch a hunt for a pos- 
sible third body in connection with 
the puzzling deaths of John Tru- 
den and Henry Kendig Kirk. 

Truden's body was found 
Monday with a_ pistol bullet 
through the head. A note was 
found in his pocket indicating that 
he had killed Kirk in a “desert 
duel” the Saturday previously and 
had committed suicide later. 

A man called Sheriff. Gillette to- 
day and, refusing to reveal 
identity, said that there were four 
men at the scene of.the crime and 
that a third man also was killed. 
Following the telephone cali, it 
was discovered that two beds in 
the same room occupied oy Truden 
at Jacumba had been used. the 
night before the killing. Also, the 
position of the revolver found near 


have been placed there by a third 
person. 

These new developments have 
led to the belief that ly 
Truden was murdered that 
Kirk was not killed in the sup- 
posed duel. 

It is pointed out by those who 
knew Truden that the note telling 
of the asserted duel between him 
and Kirk as‘ result of a long- 
standing feud was not couched in 
‘ Truden .ordinarily used. 
It is ought that he may have 
been forced to write the note by 

a third person who had first killed 
Kirk and then killed Truden. 

It also was revealed that Kirk 
Was an expert pistol shot and a 
naval pistol ieaiouciog. leading to 
the belief that in a duel with the 
San Francisco musician and poet 
he _— not likely have been 


The blankets found near the 
rock against which Truden’s body 
was propped were found not to 
have belonged 4o the dead man. 

With these new clews in hand, 
Undersheriff Underwood and a 
posse of deputies went out to hunt 
for the supposed third body. 

Accompanying the party of dep- 
uties in the sudden trip into the 
desert were W. H. Kirk and Davis 
Kirk, father antl brother of the 
slain man, They arrived the pre- 
ceding day and agreed with the 
investigating officers that some 
other cause than a “desert duel” 
would be found. for the killing. 
They expect to remain in Impe- 
Trial to aid In the tnvestigation of 
the death and gers they leave, will 
take the body with them to San 
Francisco. 


WOMAN HUNTED 

Footprints of a woman found in 
the sand on the scene of the duel 
remained one of the high points 
‘in the speculation over the mur- 
der. It was announced by Sheriff 
Gillett that search was being made 
for an Ei Centro woman, asserted 
to be the wife of a prominent resi- 
jent, who disappeared from her 
home shortly after news of Tru- 
den's suicide was made public. 

“So Truden killed himsejf—he 
was 4 fool,” the woman was quoted 
as saying, but Sheriff Gillett did 
not believe that she would prove 
to be the woman of the footprints 
nor the woman who was seen 
standing by an automobile at the 
scene of the murder. 

From Honolulu came telegraph- 
ic dispatches stating that Mrs. 
Russell L. Richards, society wom- 
an, had denied that she had ever 
written love letters or had any- 
thing but the most formal of bus- 
iness relations with Kirk. Mrs. 
Richards became a figure in the in- 
vestigation when a search of Kirk's 
effects disclosed some letters on 
which her name was written. 
Among the documents were impas- 
sioned love poems, apparently 
written by Kirk to be sent to a

Dr. Whitney. who will deliver 
the opening address of the conven- 
tion, has shipped a gredt masse of 
special eculpment and apparatus to 
Los Angeles for use in demonstrat- 
ing his strange discoveries. The 
apparatus is in the plant of the 
Wertern Precipitation Company on 
West Ninth street, where Walter 
A. Schmidt, president of the com- 


ant of the vastern scientist had al- 
ready given a private demonstra- 
tion. 

“I held an ordinary electric 
light globe in my hand, . several 
feet away from Dr. Whitney's 
equipfifient,” the Los Angeles man 
said, “and the globe suddenly gave 
off a clear, brilliant light. There 
were no wires of.any kind.’ and I 
received no electricai shock. The 
poasibilities of such a discovery for 
the future are amazing, almost un- 
believable.” 

Dr. Treat B. Johnson, noted or- 
ganic chemist of Yale University, 
is another scientist of international 
reputation who is expected at the 
| convention. veral years ago 
‘Johnson discovered hexyl resor- 
cinol, to which little attention was 
paid at the time. a few 
monthe ago, however, it was found 
that hexyl! resorcinol is a remark- 
able antiseptic, fifty times more 
powerful jhan carbolic acid yet 
~with all the.poisonous qualities of 
earbolic acid removed. The prod- 
uct is now in the hands of a group 
of expert research physicians, who 
have discovered that John- 
son's preparation can even be tak- 
en internally in small doses and 
that it acts In an amazing man- 
ner in disinfecting the kidneys. In 
their early reports these physicians 
have admitted that hexyl! resorcinol! 
will. be of invaluable use to the 
| medical profession. 


Another famous visitor will be 
Thomas Midgley of the General 
Motors Research Corporation of 
Dayton, O., who invented tetra- 
ethyl Yfead, called publicly “loony 
gas,” a mysterious liquid that when 
mixed with gasoline enables a mo- 
tor to operate at double itk for- 
mer milage per gallon. Several 
months ago a serious accident fol- 
lowed research work on Midgrley's 
peculiar preparation, and a num- 
ber of employees of a large eastern 
motor fuel corporation were killed 
by the gas fumes from the liquid. 
At the present timé, however, its 
scientific value is recognized. and 
the United States Public Health 
Service is conducting a series of 
experiments to determine definite- 
ly whether “loony gas” is a men- 
ace in puwbdDlic places. Chemists 
and other scientists declare its 
adoption, which they conalder «a 
possibility of the very near fu- 
ture, will revolutionize the manu- 
facture of automobile engines. 

“Lewisite,” the famoug arsenical 
War gas, ohe of the moat deadly 
compounds ever produced by man, 
will be represented at the conven- 
tion in the person of its inventor, 
W. Lee Lewis of Chicago, re- 
search director for the meat pack- 
ing interests and head of the chem- 
istry department at Northwestern 
University. The United States gov- 
ernment was preparing to use 
Lewisite against the German army 
when the sudden signing of the 
armistice closed hostilities. The se- 
crecy regarding the mixture was 
later revealed by the British, and 
the formula is now common knowl- 
edge among chemists.

Thus the report shows a total 
of arrests for Wright Act violations 
in Los Angeles for the last fiscal 
year of only 5865 as against 6378 
for the year before, with a dif- 
ference in monthly average as be- 
tween 488 for last year and 531 
for the year 1923-24. And in the 
9225 arrests for intoxication during 
the year a similar decrease is 
shown, 4988 occurred’ in the last 
six months. of 1924 and only 4057 
tn the first six months of the pres- 
ent year.

Hopeful Note Also Found in

strength of the business situation 
and the outlook for exceptional!

York. In an interview with an 
eastern news agency, Mr. Mitchell 
is credited with having dismissed 
fears regarding the money situa- 
tion by saying there is not the 
slightest indication of credit strain, 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
volume of loans is the heaviest in 
the country’s experience. He is 
said to have deciared that the na- 
tion already enjoys a high rate of 
commercial activity, with every 
promise that the coming months 
will prove the most profitable pe- 
riod since 1920. 
Inasmuch as Mr. Mitchell is nei- 
ther a profesional optimist nor pub- 
seeker, his opinion may be 
looked upon as refiecting the confi- 
dent sentiment of high banking cir- 
cles. This confidence would seem 
to justify the trend of stock and 
commodity prices. 


MOODY ON MONEY

Already firmly established as the 
oll capital of the West, Los An-

The, newest situation which is 
interesting the mining fraternity 
of this section is the possibility 
of Arizona developing into one of 
the leading silver-lead districts of 
the country.

FABRIC NAMES DEFINED 


The word “cretonne” comes from 
a village in Normandy; 
“cambric”’ from Cambral, in French 
Fianders; “poplin” from an Italian 
word meaning papel, according to 
the article: “What's in a name?” 
in the August Woman's Home 
Companion. “From the Latin word 
for shaggy,” the article adds, “are 
derived velvet, velvetéen and ve- 
— “Linen” is from the Latin 
flax: “crepe,” from curled;

Censors Required to Classify Film 
As Good, Bad or Worse 


Motion - picture producers who 
chafe under the restraint of Amer- 


60 per cent of american sales ter- 
ritory, should find consolation in 
the fact that the censorship sys- 
tem of the Republic of Salvador is/ 
not the order here, according to 
‘J. 8. Woodhouse, who has been 
making @ world study of these con- 
ditions. 

“Salvador, that little island in 


-ythe Bahama group, where Christo- 
i pher Columbus first landed, with a 


population of 1,560, 000, has 
a national law establishing boards 
of censors in every city,” Wood- 
house says. “In addition to pass- 
ing on the morality of the film 
they are required to state on the 
public permit issued fer presenta- 
tion how the picture should be 
classed artistically and entertain- 
ingly, under one of. five headings: 
1-Very good; 2-Gooda; %3-Medium:; 
4-Bad; and 5-Very bad.”’ 

Mr. "Woodhouse has recently re- 
ceived a copy of the government 
law regulating the presentation of 
motion-picture entertainment in 
this little republic, containing many 
interesting and important features.

“The life of Lord Wolseley,” 


which was ranked by the London 
Times as one of the twelve out-

itk Maurice, chief of the British 
general staff during the last phase

Professing to have exhausted his 
invention in his first effort, the au- 
thor creates ‘an illusion of reality 
for this romance by remarking 
that he has no story to tell save his 
very own—and so neatly switches 
to the autobiographical form- of 
narrative. 

If there can exist such a crea- 
tion as a theological romance, that 
dubious form of art is here ex- 
hibited. The particular form of 
medieval belief exploited is that 
which held God and the devil as 
the two separate kings of the unl-

If not, 
why does he quote them, thus dis- 
seminating the “impious”  styff, 
which, he says, is ao offensive to 
him, and then utters no sound to 
prove it untrue? 

The piece reads as if the gentle- 
man wanted to even up a score 
with the editor of the American 
Mercury, who is not at all back- 
ward to send one a nice, neatly 
printed rejection slip. 

Then. again, the piece may be 
an entirely sincere outpouring of 
Mr. Millard’s soul. Mencken, per- 
hapa, really offends the gentleman, 
as he offends, to his great glee, 
s0 many other people, because he 
is “different.” The brother, per- 
haps, has the type of mind to 
which “different’’ is synonymous 
with “wrong” and “immoral.” 
Iconoclasm to him is “perversity,” 
pure and simple. 

Mr. Millard probably is an av- 
erage Americag and proud of it, 
by gosh! Mencken, I'm ead to say, 
is not an average American, and 
worse, not at all ashamed of the 
fact. He is an aristocrat by na- 
ture, blessed—or cursed, 
wish—with an independent, free, 
skeptical, keen, searching, analyti- 
cal mind, with an immense amount 
of knowledge, an infinite seet for 
life, a deep sense of humor and 
the ability to put his ideas, obser- 
vationg and Geductions into clever 
clear word combinations which, to 
the average person equipped with 
the standard set of convictions 
and positive opinions, are at once 
provoking and disarming. 

I don't belleve that Mencken's 
supertor attitude ie a pose or that, 
as Millard says, he became a de- 
molisher, a “freak authof,” be- 
cause he “saw that Shaw became 
very conspicuous by chopping away 
at the props of civilization, and he 
thought to make a name for him- 
self in the same way.” 

To suggest that Mencken ts an 
imitator of -G. B. 8. is absurd. He 
would be here, Shaw or no Shaw.

It is proveded by the code that 
any person in whom the title to 
real estate may be vested who shall 
afterward from any cause have 
his or her name changed, must in 
the conveyance of any real ¢és- 
tate so held, set forth the same by 
which he or she derived title.

Ce nly it would be a 
veyancing to follow this code rule. 
This statute has not so far Seen 
construed by the Supreme Court. 
It is the general opinion. that it 
would held that the failure to 
so describe the party would not 
render the deed void, for it is 
the identity of person not of name 
which governs in law.

Seasickness is closely allied to train sick-. 


ness, hammock sickness, airplane and au- 
tomobile sickness. Any young woman will 


tell you that it makes her sick to have to 


ride in a certain popular-priced car. The 
symptoms of seasickness are due to the un- 
accustomed impulses of motion sent to the 
brain centers, and also partly due to the 
changes produced in the fluid in the semi- 


. Circular canals of the ears as a result of 


canal disturbances reflexly act on the 
centers and on the nerves to the_stom- 
and the usual symptoms are produced. 
A full stomach is much more easily upset 
than an empty one; and this, of course, 
gives one the key to the solution of how to 
‘prevent seasickness. 

The reason why some people are not 
made sick by the motion of the vessel is 
- that they are able quickly to adjust them- 
selves to these changes in position, and al- 


so have a “strong” stomach. Some people | 


have stomachs that do not even object to 
the first smoke. So it is all a matter of de- 
gree. Some are sicker than others. 

On the first voyage the average landlub- 
ber is afraid the ship will go down; after he 
has been sick a day or two, he is afraid it 
won't go down. There is an old saying that

NEW YORK’S POLICEWOMEN 


By JULIA HOYT | 


ESTERDAY I met one of the most 

charming and interesting women it 
has ever been my .privilege to encounter— 
Mrs. Mary EE. Hamilton, the head of the 
New York policewomen. - 

Mrs. Hamilton was the first policewoman, 
and before undertaking what has developed 
into a far-reaching, unending job, she had 
brought up @ son and been twenty years in 
business. The now proved and inestimably 
valuable Bureau of Missing Persons was 
in its infancy, and it was in connectiog qith 
this bureau that Mrs. Hamilton started her 
work. She told me that in this work, as 
in many others, the men at first very much 
resented the assistance of a woman. Thirty 
“women had been tried in the position and 
all had failed. As | talked to Mrs. Hamil- 
ton I understood why she had succeeded 
and, in addition, made herself so popular 
that she now receives almost unlimited 
co-operation from the men, though the use 
of tact is still necessary. - 

Mrs. Hanifiton has a very strong face 
with eyes that look at you squarely and 
inspire confidence and honesty, for. there 


is understanding and kindness back of 
them; a sensitive mouth; in short, a face 
that combines the important things for 
work with people: strength, understanding 
and sensitiveness. 

There are now 100 policewomen under 
Mrs. Hamilton and, undoubtedly, the 
number will soon be increased. “Preven- 
tion and Protection” is the slogan of these 
policewomen, and thfs they are attempting 
to achieve by common sense and infiu- 
ence, not by force. 

Raymond Fosdick once said that when 
policewomen put on uniforms and carried 
guns and clubs, they became little men, 
but when they did their work as women 
they rendered a great service. This does 
not mean that they should not be subject 
to the same rules and regulations and. 
conform to as much discipline as the men, 
but merely that instead of attempting only 
to follow and imitate the methods of men, 
they should bring to the work the qualities 
they have as women, which are of great 
value in dealing with women and children.

An Automatic Freight Subway 
and delivery of 
freight by rail underground, in remarkable 
cars that would start and stop themselves, 
throw switches, and reach their intended 
destination without the guiding hand of 
operators, is provide@ in an ingenious 
plan, recently developed by M. H. Lough 
ridge, a New York engineer, to solve the 
city’s acute traffic problem. 

Incoming freight would be unloaded in 
warehouses outside of congested city 
HNmits and there distributed into container 
curs of an electric underground railway. 


These would deliver goods directly to the 


basements of business houses for which 
they were destined without a crew of any 
kind. The entire automatic system would 
operate electrically. | 
{ As described by Popular Science Month 
ly the operation of the system would com- 
prise an automatic switch’ control, with- 
out, however, the use of the familiar 
switching towers that form an important 
part of the ordinary railroad. An auto 
matic selector device, carried on the mo- 
tor-car of each train, would be adjusted be- 
fore starting along a predetermined route 
over which the train was to travel, and 
would control devices that would operate 
switches ahead of the train. | 

Reaching their destination, the freight 
containers would be removed to an unload 


ing platform in the store’ basement or 


warehouse to which they were consigned, 
and would be distributed by elevators 
thro the building. 

To insure safety of operation the trains 


‘would be controlled by an automatic block 


system, the controlling devices being lo 
cated on the cars themselves. The blocks 
would be arranged for the closest possible 
headway. Ap automatic braking system 
would be designed so that the application 
of brakes would be adapted to the load of 
the train. 

The inventor has designed the cars with 
a. low center of gravity to prevent any 
chance of derailment in rounding curves. 
He’ claims that his proposed railway sys 
tem -is one that may be operated at the 
highest possible efficiency, not only by 
saving labor in operation, but alsp by

They grow pears up there, 5000 acres of 
the delicious summer Bartlett variety, 2500 
to 3000 feet above the sea, in the northeast 
corner of Los Angeles county. Attendance 

t the recent Pear Field Day staged by the 
rm Bureau and Farm Adviser's Office 
proved all that to a “Farm and Orchard” 
representative, and then some. What those 
folks are doing, away up thefe, seventy 
_ miles from the Hub of the Universe, is well 
worth a story. 


First of all, it was revealed that they have 
problems to solve like every other fruit dis- 
trict. Secondly, through the close 
eration between the Farm Bureau, Farm rt 
viser, Horticultural Inspector and market- 
ing agencies, they're after solutions. This 
Field Day and Tour is one of the ways they 
have of getting together, swapping tdeas 
and waging war on Old Man Grief. 

An early morning drive over Mint Can- 
yon Highway brought us to the John Boyle 
Ranch in the Pearland district near Palm- 
dale, where the day’s program . started 
promptly at 9:30, with M. W. Dula, superina- 
tendent of the Sheldon-Lancaster Ranch, at 
the helm, aided by Assistant Farm Adviser 
W. C. Tesche and Horticultural Inspector J. 
Lee Hewitt. 

Over Sfty growefe made up the tour, ten 
stops in all being made during the day, fol- 
lowed by a night meeting at the Littlerock 


school, where growers, 
spectors discussed the subject of proper ma- 
turity of pears for this year’s market. But 
the real, honest-to-goodness feature of the 
day was the way the ranchers, at whose 
places the entourage stopped, did the lec 


- turing. At each stop a chart was posted 


before the crowd, bearing an outline of the 
immediate subject on the boards, and with 
hardly so much as a hem and haw,: these 
dirt farmers proceeded to do‘ their’ stuff. 


Here -are some of the things they talked 


about: 
POLLINATION—FERTILIZATION 

The old-time Antelope Valley pear was 
famous for its small core aad absence 
seeds, a unique condition in the pear world. 
But times are changing, and cross pollina- 

tion through the introduction of pollinat- 
hey varieties, hag brought about earlier ma- 
turity, higher yields, and fewer windfalls. 

John Boyle is strong for pollinators, and 
credits them, together ‘with his Bees, fer- 
tilizer, and long pruning, with the beadti- 
ful showing which hia 100-acre 17-year-old 
orchard is making this year. Clark Cook 
showed the crowd what Bosc blossoms did 
for a little, one-sided Bartlett tree which 
spoke for itself by weeping with fruit. And 
there are many other ranchers where pol- 
linators are: paying, The Farm Adviser's 
Office is making this matter the subject of 
a campaign, demonstrating each year meth- 
ofs of grafting in the proper varieties. 

Then there was talk and demonstration of 
green manure crops, a migifty necessary ad- 
junct to successful orcharding in any arid’ 
soil. Only limited trials have been made in 
the past because of water shortage and the 
However, growers 
are realizing the profit to be wrung from or- 
ganic manures and with additional water 
available are going to the bat. 

Fred McAdam entertained the crowd in

Abundant water must be available 
for any kind of cover cropping, especially 
summer and semipermanent systems, and 
there is no use in resorting to moisture rob- 
bery for the sake of a. cover crop. Both 
Mr. McAdam and Mr. Bones have good wells, 
however, and know what they are doing.

vey conducted in that county by the agri- 
cultural department of the Los Angeles 
— of Commerce were issued recently 
in pamphlet form. One of the most sig- 
nificant facts brought out by the survey was 


of | that Orange county, next to Los Angeles 


county; is the most highly developed agri- 
cultural district in Southern California, and 
ranks among the leading half-dozen counties 
in the United States in agricultural produc- 


Of the 500,000 acres comprising the land 
area of the county, 350,000 acres, or 66 per 
cent, is considered agricultera!l land, and in 
anormal year 165,000 acres are 
with arotind 120,000 acres under irrigation. 
The annual agricultural income is very high, 
averaging nearly $170 per acre for the en- 
tire cultivated area, while the orchard acre- 
age shows a production of about $300 per 
acre. The county is still developing along 
agricultural lines, and there is a consider- 
able amount of land capable of intensive 
agriculture yet ‘to be developed as soon as 
an adequate water supply can be 
for it, the survey shows. 

Soil and climate are well adapted to a 
wide range of crops, the report points out. 
‘The climate is exceptionally uniform; and 
shows a mean ann temperature of about 
64 degrees Fahre The annual rainfall, 
Which comes almost entirely between No 
vember 1 and May 1, ranges from twelve to 
fourteen inches, a few places in the county 
showing somewhat higher. This rainfall is 
augmented somewhat by a rather 
season of fogs in the spring and early sum- 
mer. 

As ig usual with southern coastal coun- 
ties, most of the agricultural soil of the 
county belongs to the recent alluvial types, 
the Hanford series predominating. The 
largest percentage of the soil of the county 
falls in the sandy and sandy loam classes,

In the early days, the water for irrigation 


in Orange county was secured largely from 
gravity flow and artesian wells, but at the 
present time the major part of the supply 
comes from pumped wells. It is estimated 
that between 2000 and 3000 wells are 
pumped at least part of the time during the 
irrigation season. Irrigation, by reasch of 
natural factors, has been both easy and 
profitable during years past, and the total 
use of water has been placed at between 
250,000 and 260,000 acre feet. The source 
of water in this county has been divided as 
follows: Pumping plants, agricultural, 
189,000 acre feet: pumping plants, domes- 
tic, 15,000 ac acre feet, and gravity and flowing 
wells, 48,000 acre feet, or a total of 252,000 
acre feet.

The pasture condition in California on 
July 1 was 95 per cent of a normal, as com- 


last year and a ten-year average of 80, ac- 
cording to the California Crop Reporting 

Service. Thirty-three countiés in the State 
show a percentage condition of 100 or more. 
Two counties. have a percentage of 108, The 
southern ten counties show the lowest per- 
centages. 

Tame hay production for the State this 
year is estimated to involve 1,860,000 acres. 
Alfalfa is estimated at 1,021,000 acres, grain 
hays at 684,000 and miscellaneous at 155.,- 
000. The condition for the entire State is 
100 per cent, as compared with 79 a year 
ago and a ten-year average of 85. A total 
production of 56,155,000 tons is indicated. 


Some hay was damaged in quality by late} 


May rains. There are an estimated 153,- 
000 acres of wild hay. The State condition 
of this is very good, indicating a harvest of 
190,000 tons. 

For the State as a whole, live stock for 
July 1 was 97 per cent of a normal, as com- 
pared with 86 a year ago. The condition 
of sheep was 98 per cent of a normal as 
compared with 85 a year ago.
